HIV-positive 
teen denied bail

teenager’s name and photo last week O Police maintain she posed 
a danger to the community and was a flight risk

Accusations of having unprotect¬ 
ed sex and not informing her part¬ 
ners she has HIV will keep an 
Alberta teen in custody. 

The 17-year-old, located in 
Edson on Saturday, was denied 
bail in youth court yesterday. 

Last Friday, police were issued 
court permission to release the 
teen’s name and photograph to 
the media in an effort to locate 
her following complaints from 
two males. 

“There was a need for the com¬ 
plainants and the girl to access 
medical services,” said EPS 
spokesperson Chad Orydzuk. 
“And... there were reports she was 
going to be leaving Edmonton. 
She was a flight risk.” 

For Shelley Williams, interim 
executive director of HfV Edmon¬ 


ton, there is no reason good 
enough to excuse violating the 
young woman’s rights in the first 
place. 

“I think we have to know this 
is the first time this has happened 
with a minor in our country,” 
Wilhams said yesterday. “We can’t 
take this kind of thing lightly.” 

The information was only to 
be disclosed until she was located, 
says Orydzuk, though it was 
reposted on the EPS website Sun¬ 
day morning after she had been 
taken into custody. 

Orydzuk sent an email late 
Sunday afternoon stating her 
name and photo could no longer 
be used under the Youth Crimi¬ 
nal Justice Act, and that it would 
be removed from the EPS site. 

Williams said HIV Edmonton 
does not condone nondisclosure, 
but maintains that the teen’s 
rights were violated because the 
information remains out there. 


Charges 


► The teen has been charged with 
two counts of aggravated sexual 
assault. 

► Police said other charges are 
pending because a third 
complainant came forward over 
the weekend, after the teenager's 
name and photo were released. 

► It is a criminal offence to have 
unprotected sex without telling a 
partner about an HIV infection. 

► The teen will be back in court 
Aug. i6.

Edmontonians near Capi- 
lano Park yesterday may 
have thought disaster was 
afloat. 

Instead, Edmonton Fire 
Rescue was testing its river 
response during a training 
exercise with Hazmat and 
Enbridge Pipelines crews. 

“We decided this 
exercise would be a little 
different, and give our guys 
some experience working 
with each other,” said Haz¬ 
mat Chief Ned Mills, of Ed¬ 
monton Fire Rescue. 

Strathcona County and 
Fort Saskatchewan Are 
crews also participated, 
said Mills, who added simi¬ 
lar training exercises are a 
regular occurrence. 

Enbridge dispatched 
about 40 participants, un¬ 
der the premise of a “mys¬ 
tery” river spill. 

While the pipeline com¬ 
pany has never stepped in 
for a similar operation in 
Edmonton, Dale Burgess, 
general manager of the 
western region, said 
they’re ready should a real 
call come. 

“We tiy to train with the 
local emergency-response 
teams,” said Burgess. 

As they would in an ac¬ 
tual spill, the company 
contributed boats and 
helped deploy a “boom” to 
collect the unknown 
waterway offender, 

Burgess said.

Vancouver London 


How it started: 

Sparked after the 
Canucks' 4-0 loss to the 
Boston Bruins in the Stan¬ 
ley Cup final. A combina¬ 
tion of alcohol, 
instigators and people 
who got swept up in the 
moment is blamed for 
the riot. 


Social media: 

Twitter and Facebook 
were two of the tools 
used to identify and 
shame rioters, many of 
whom posed for photos 
in front of burning vehi¬ 
cles. There were reports 
of identified rioters who 
were threatened or pun¬ 
ished at work or school. 


How it started: 

Riots broke out in North 
London after a march to 
protest the fatal shooting 
of Mark Duggan, a father 
of four, turned violent. 
Experts have pointed to 
unemployment and anti¬ 
police sentiment as possi¬ 
ble underlying causes. 


Social media: 

Initially, Twitter and 
BlackBerry use were be¬ 
ing blamed for inciting 
violence and looting, 
with British police threat¬ 
ening to arrest people 
who used social media 
for communication dur¬ 
ing the riots. 


Size and scope: 

The crowd of around 
100,000 was three times 
as large as the crowd that 
rioted following the 1994 
Stanley Cup final. The riot 
was contained in the 
downtown core. 


Resolution: 

Police were able to quell 
the Stanley Cup riot after 
about three hours, but 
footage of burning cars 
and smashed windows 
drew attention from 
around the world. 



Size and scope: 

A march of 200 people in 
Tottenham turned violent 
and spread to other Lon¬ 
don neighbourhoods. 
Over the next three days, 
it also spread to other 
cities including Birming¬ 
ham, Liverpool and Bris¬ 
tol. 


Resolution: 

None yet. For civic leaders 
and Olympic organizers, 
the violence is an unwel¬ 
come reminder of 
London’s volatility less 
than a year before the city 
hosts the 2012 Games.

London police 
expand presence 


Thousands more police of¬ 
ficers flooded London 
streets yesterday in a bid 
to end Britain’s worst riot¬ 
ing in a generation as 
nervous shopkeepers 
closed early and some res¬ 
idents stood guard in or¬ 
der to protect their 
neighbourhoods. 

An eerie calm prevailed 
in the city, but unrest 
spread across central and 
northern England on a 
fourth night of violence 
driven by poor, diverse 
and brazen crowds of 
young people. 


Scenes of ransacked 
stores, torched cars and 
blackened buildings 
frightened and outraged 
Britons just a year before 
London is to host the Sum¬ 
mer Olympics, and 
brought demands for a 
tougher response from 
law enforcement. 

London’s Metropolitan 
Police department put 
thousands more officers 
in the streets and said that 
by today there would be 
16,000 — almost triple the 
number present Monday.

Obama salutes fallen 


O Critics claim secret service forces 
among 30 killed in Afghanistan 


The bodies of troops killed 
in the deadliest incident of 
the Afghan war came home 
yesterday, travelling in 
death much the same way 
they did in life — shrouded 
in secrecy. 

Two C-17 aircraft cany- 
ing the remains of 30 killed 
in a weekend helicopter 
crash arrived at an air base 
east of Washington, the 
Pentagon said. 

But three days after the 
downing of the aircraft by 
insurgents, the Defence De¬ 
partment has not released 
the troops’ names. Officials 
said it is taking time be¬ 
cause there were so many 
killed. Others said privately 
there is hesitancy to release 
the names because the ma¬ 
jority were from secretive 
special operations forces. 

Upon arriving at the 
base. President Barack Oba¬ 


ma met with about 250 
family members and fellow 
servicemen and women of 
the dead. He spent about 70 
minutes with family mem¬ 
bers, offering his condo¬ 
lences and gratitude for 
their sacrifice and service, 
the White House said. De¬ 
fence Secretary Leon Panet- 
ta and Joint Chiefs 
Chairman Adm. Mike 
Mullen joined in. 

The fallen were de¬ 
scribed as intensely patriot¬ 
ic, talented and passionate 
about the risks and respon¬ 
sibilities that came with 
their jobs. 

The formal process of 
honouring the troops, 
known as a dignified trans¬ 
fer, rolled on across the af¬ 
ternoon. Reporters were 
kept out of sight in a near¬ 
by building.

Barack Obama, who came 
to power pledging to set 
the United States on a new 
path, has been seemingly 
blindsided by the depth

“This is a president who 
came in wanting to be 
transformational,” Stephen 
Hess, a senior fellow at the 
Brookings Institution in 
Washington, said yester¬ 
day.

THINKING ABOUT 
THINKING. Scientists who 
hunt for “intelligence 
genes” used to think 
there were fewer than 
half a dozen of them. 

In recent years, they 
determined there may 
be at least 1,000 — each 
with just a tiny effect 
on the differences in 
people’s IQ, A study re¬ 
leased yesterday found 
new evidence that 
many genes play a role 
in intelligence, but sci¬ 
entists still couldn’t pin¬ 
point the specific genes 
involved. 

“We can’t find the ef¬ 
fects of any individual 
genes that are large 
enough to seem worth 
worrying about,” said 
psychologist Eric 
Turkheimer at the Uni¬ 
versity of Virginia. 

The new DNA study, 
reported in the journal 
Molecular Psychiatiy, 
found many genes work 
together to shape intel¬ 
ligence much like the 
different instruments of 
an orchestra that play 
in S 5 mc. 

As important as 
genes are in 
determining 
intelligence, they don’t 
act alone, and the role 
of one’s upbringing and 
experiences cannot be 
ignored.

Semen-spiked 
water proves a 
pricey prank 

A U.S. man convicted of ejaculating 
into a co-worker’s water bottle has 
been ordered to pay the woman 
more than $27,000 US. 

The Los Angeles Times says a 
judge on Monday ordered Michael 
Kevin Lallana to pay the woman for 
loss of wages, therapy and medical 
expenses. 


Lallana was convicted earlier this 
year of two misdemeanour counts 
of battery. 

Prosecutors say Lallana deposited 
his semen twice last year in the wa¬ 
ter bottle of a co-worker at 
Northwestern Mutual Mortgage Co. 
in Newport Beach, Calif. 

The woman drank from the bot¬ 
tle both times, throwing the first 
one away after detecting a foul 
taste.

Lallana was arrested in July 2010 
and his DNA was later matched to 
the water bottle.

Resuscitating the Final 
Destination franchise 


O Original movie balanced ‘humour and dark portent’ with groups of people who cheated death 
O Can a new director and 3D imaging breathe life into Final Destination 5? Metro investigates

The folks behind Final Des¬ 
tination 5 want you to see 
their movie, but they un¬ 
derstand if your faith in the 
franchise is a little shaken.

“I think we had lost what 
made the original special,” 


he says. “The first one was 
able to handle that balance 
between humour and dark 
portent, and some of the 
subsequent ones, we went 
so far into making it over 
the top that it actually be¬ 
came distancing.” 

To help solve that issue. 
Perry and company 
brought in a new director, 
Steven Quale. “Steve made 
this one grounded and pal¬ 
pable and real,” Peny says. 


Quale proved the right 
man for the job for getting 
past what didn’t work 
about the previous films. 

“I don’t like the word 
camp,” he says. “I am 
one that really hates that 
kind of stuff. I mean, a fun 
movie like Austin Powers is 
great, but that’s what it is. 
It’s a parody. And I didn’t 
want that to happen to this 
movie. And I thought some 
of the earlier movies may 


have been going in a direc¬ 
tion that I don’t like.” 

And while Quale’s direct¬ 
ing resume isn’t terribly 
long, his technical savvy 
came in extremely handy, 
since Final Destination 5 
was shot in 3D. 

“Having directed the sec¬ 
ond unit and done some vi¬ 
sual effects for Avatar, I 
have years of experience 
working in the 3D realm,” 
he says.

In 2000, when 
the first Final 
Destination 
movie was re- 
leased, no one 
could have 
predicted the success of the 
horror franchise. No one 
that is, except for maybe 
Devon Sawa, the Canadian 
bom actor who played Alex 
Browning, the film’s char¬ 
acter gifted with second 
sight. 

At the bloody heart of 
each of these goiy horror 
movies is a character with 
premonitions of the future. 
Usually he or she has fore¬ 
warning that all his/her 
good looking friends will 
die in the most terrible way 
imaginable. When the vi¬ 
sion comes tme — usually 
preceded by the tell tale 
line, “Something’s 

wrong!”— whoever sur¬ 
vives ends up dydng any¬ 
way, in increasingly 
complicated ways. With Fi¬ 
nal Destination 5 opening 
this weekend it seemed like 
an appropriate time to look 
back at other movie charac¬ 
ters that have had creepy vi¬ 
sions.

In the hauntingly surreal 
Don’t Look Now, John Bax¬ 
ter (Donald Sutherland in a 
curly wig) has a premoni¬ 
tion that something awful 
is about to happen to his 
daughter. Sure enough, sec¬ 
onds later she falls in a 
pond and drowns. 

Later in Venice, John and 
his wife (Julie Christie) 
meet an elderly psychic 
who claims to see appari¬ 
tions of the dead daughter, 
which triggers John’s own 
otherworldly visions. 

Adapted from a short 
stoiy by Daphne Du Mann¬ 
er the psychic thriller has

Their future areas of study 
differ, but Muhammad 
Cheema and Zayan Rafeek 
share a common connec¬ 
tion beyond friendship: 
each is a trailblazer within 
their families in the pursuit 
of higher learning. 

Both bound for Toronto's 
Ryerson University in the 
fall, the pair will be among 
a distinct group of new¬ 
comers welcomed into the 
frosh fold, among the first 
in their families to make 
the leap to college or uni¬ 
versity. 

Rafeek is enrolled in the 
business management pro¬ 
gram at Ryerson. The Cana- 
dian-bom son of Sri Lankan 
immigrants, the 19-year-old 
said his father had to start 
working at an early age af¬ 
ter Rafeek's grandfather 
passed away. 

“(My parents) kept 
telling me ... life would be 
easier if they had continued 
their education,” he re¬ 
called in a recent interview 
following First Year in 40 
Minutes, a pre-orientation 
workshop at the universi¬ 
ty's downtown campus. 

“(My father) would keep 
telling me, 'Keep stud 5 dng, 
keep stud 3 dng, no matter 
what you do keep study¬ 
ing,”' he added. “1 think 
that really motivated me to 
study hard. And getting in¬ 
to Ryerson, that was the 
biggest motivation.” 

“There is a sense of pride 
their son has gotten into 
university,” said Rafeek, 
adding that his parents

The only male among 
five children, including a 
set of twin girls, Cheema 
shoulders similar expecta¬ 
tions of setting an example 
for siblings. 

Cheema follows a lofty 
post-secondaiy precedent 
set by his sister, who is go¬ 
ing into her third year of 
hfe sciences at the Universi¬ 
ty of Toronto. 

With aspirations as a 
child to go into the Air 
Force, the 18-year-old decid¬ 
ed to pursue studies in a re¬ 
lated field, and is heading 
into the aerospace engi¬ 
neering program. 

Cheema recalled when 
his family departed their 
home country of Pakistan, 
his father, who worked as 
an administrator, had sin¬ 
gled him out, telling his son 
he was leaving his work 
and hfe there behind for his 
benefit. 

“With that on my shoul¬ 
ders, I'm entering into post- 


secondaiy, and it is a lot of 
pressure, but 1 guess 1 have 
to take it on,” said Cheema. 
“1 have to accept it, 1 have 
to be grateful for the oppor¬ 
tunities it's given for me, 
it's provided for me.” 

Five years since arriving 
in Canada, he said it's been 
a “pretty smooth ride,” 
learning English, hitting 
the books and mixing with 
others and forging friend¬ 
ships. 

Despite his achieve¬ 
ments to date, Cheema said 
education remains “basical¬ 
ly eveiy day's topic” on the 
home front, with the em¬ 
phasis from his family on 
education leading to better¬ 
ment.

Canadian em¬ 
ployers may 
“rule” their 
own work¬ 
places but 
they definitely 
don’t rule the 
courts. 

Despite workplace laws 
favouring their legal posi¬ 
tion, many employers 
make mistakes that hand 
employees a better case. 
Here are some of my 
favourite workplace blun¬ 
ders. 

Paying only the statutory 
minimum on dismissal 

You can’t make an agree¬ 
ment to pay someone 
what they are already en¬ 
titled to. 

Employers often try 
an3rw'ay. 

This usually leads them 
straight to court where 
judges show them little 
sympathy and, as in one 
recent case, can even 
award additional damages 
simply for having tried to 


take advantage of an em¬ 
ployee’s ignorance. 

Probation 

Employees are not auto¬ 
matically on probation 
when they start employ¬ 
ment unless they sign an 
emplo 5 mient contract that 
permits termination, for 
any reason, during that 
period. 

Many employers mis¬ 
understand this rule and 
often to their detriment. 
Further, there is no right 
to unilaterally place an 
employee on probation af¬ 
ter she starts work, which 
a recent court found was a 
constructive termination. 

Resignations 

In order to resign you 
must clearly and unequiv¬ 
ocally wish to leave — 
and not to return. 

It is not a resignation if 
you are asked or encour¬ 
aged to leave, nor is it a 
resignation if you are 
forced to leave. 

Workplace investigations 

To rely on misconduct as 
grounds for discipline or 
dismissal, allegations 
must be thoroughly inves¬ 
tigated by a trained and 
neutral party. 

This rarely happens. 
Instead, human resources 


managers investigate by 
going through the mo¬ 
tions, often just to say 
that they have. 

Courts routinely over¬ 
turn the results of these 
“investigations” although, 
ironically, employees 
caught lying during the 
investigation will give 
their employers cause for 
dismissal when their ini¬ 
tial behavior did not. 

Not properly documenting 
discipline 

To rely on misconduct as 
grounds for dismissal, de¬ 
motion or even a negative 
performance review, 
courts require that pro¬ 
gressive or corrective 
means should be used 
first. 

Letters should be sent 
that clearly identify areas 
of concern, offer sugges¬ 
tions for recovery and, 
not least, set out the con¬ 
sequences of an inability 
to improve. 

1 am often surprised 
when employers’ later 
claim my clients engaged 
in “serious misconduct” 
but overlooked providing 
them with a simple letter 
at that time.

goals in just 54 career regu¬ 
lar-season NLL games. He 
was the eighth pick overall 
in the ’07 entiy draft and 
scored 30 goals in his rook¬ 
ie season. 

Turner had 17 goals and 
22 assists last season. The 
six-foot, 200-pound native 
of Kamloops, B.C., was 
drafted 32nd overall by San 
Jose in the 2009 entiy draft.

What will give this Buick its performance chops 
is a turbocharged 2.0-litre four-cylinder that 
Buick promises will deliver at least 255 
horsepower and a stout 295 pound-feet of 
torque. 

By comparison, the Regal CXL’s optional 2.0- 
litre turbo engine produces 220 horses and 258 
pound-feet of torque. Much of GS’s added output 
comes from increased turbocharger boost pres¬ 
sure along with freer flowing exhaust plumping.

dealerships. In the U.S. mar¬ 
ketplace, however, you’ll 
find several entities based 
on this model. 

If you think dealerships 
might be unhappy with this 
development, think again. 

The Internet has been 
around a while, and dealer¬ 
ships are veiy aware that 
some customers want to do 
business this way and this 
way only. Most have “Inter¬ 
net” departments, who deal 
specifically with online cus¬ 
tomers. 

“Dealerships recognize 
the t 5 q)e and seriousness of 
the customer we’re bring¬ 
ing them,” notes Tai. 

“These customers really 
want to get as much done

M ost hotel black¬ 
out curtains do a 
reasonable job 
keeping daylight 
out when sleep is the goal, 
but sometimes, it’s just not 
enough. 

On this morning, after 12 
nights of Alaskan sleep dep¬ 
rivation during the season 
of the midnight sun, getting 
into a decent functional 
mood isn’t easy. 

It doesn’t help that the 
Starbucks on Anchorage’s 
5th Ave. messes up my java 
fix and then toasts a garlic 
bagel instead of a multi¬ 
grain one. 

And what about the fact 
that, as event planners, my 
wife Lisa CaM and I have 
changed hotels 10 times in 
less than two weeks during 
an extended business trip to 
Alaska? 

We pack our suitcases 
and office supplies into the 
hatchback. This is a normal 
car, I remind myself, stuff¬ 
ing the last of the suitcases 
into the cargo area, which is 
massive with the rear seats 
folded down. 

I head south out of An¬ 
chorage toward the Kenai 
Peninsula. Lisa and I booked 
a six-hour glacier cruise out 
of Whittier and have an ap¬ 
pointment at the “tunnel” 
which is the only land con¬ 
nection from the port of 
Whittier to the rest of the 
world. 

As my brooding levels 
out, the silent, comfortable 
ride of Chevrolet’s all-new 


Volt reminds me that we are 
indeed running on electrici¬ 
ty and will be for about 50 
kilometres. 

It doesn’t matter that 
we’re driving about 300 
kilometres that day. Once 
the batteiy runs down, an 
onboard four-cylinder gaso¬ 
line-powered generator will 
kick in and extend our 
range for another 500 or so 
kilometres. Sure we might 
consume a little fossil fuel, 
but there is no pesky “my- 
batteiy-is-running-low- 
range-anxiety” with the 
Volt. 

The idea of leaving home 
for a weekend road trip 
with an electric vehicle is 
normally a dicey proposi¬ 
tion, unless the plan doesn’t 
involve much driving, be¬ 
cause range is short and 
charing takes a long time ... 
if you can find somewhere 
to charge. 

That makes the Chevy 
Volt a compelling alterna¬ 
tive. It’s an electric car that 
doesn’t need a back-up vehi¬ 
cle beside it in the driveway. 

From Whittier, the cruise 
through Prince William 
Sound is a spellbinding af¬ 
fair that stops briefly at a re¬ 
mote fish hatcheiy where 
salmon are jumping, rafts of 
sea otters are frisking and 
bald eagles swooping. It’s 
like an advertisement for 
animal heaven. 

Back in Whittier, I power 
up the Volt. The batteiy 
charge is depleted but the 
four-cylinder gasoline gen¬ 
erator engine keeps the 
charge between 20 and 29 
per cent so we’re not con¬ 
cerned about an 5 fthing but

making the tunnel appoint¬ 
ment time to get us back to 
the main road. 

The Volt’s is not a fad car 
or something that has to be 
babied or fussed over. 


Plug it into a 110-volt 
power supply overnight or a 
220-volt outlet for a few 
hours and it’s ready to fulfill 
most commuting require¬ 
ments.

Common issues 

An engine that seems to 
“misfire” or “hesitate” is 
likely suffering from bad 
ignition coil packs, a com¬ 
mon VW and Audi 
problem on older models. 

Note that the more 
complicated 3.6-litre 
engine suffers from a po¬ 
tential oil-pump bolt 
defect that could result in 
engine failure. As such, 
opt for the two-litre 
engine wherever possible, 
and get any extended war¬ 
ranty offered on Passat 
models powered by the 
larger engine. 

Verdict 

Ultimately, the big draws 
to a last-generation Passat 
will be the driving experi¬ 
ence, styling and relatively 
affordable blend of luxury 
and high-tech.
